Negotiations between the state and the 


Lancaster County Board for a parcel of 
land at the old Orthopedic Hospital 
stalled Wednesday as a $15,000 difference 
kept the two parties trom reaching an 
agreement 


Indications were that if the county 


comes back with a $75,000 offer for the 
64,000 square feet of land at llth and 
South Sti. the Legislature's Executive 
Board would make a favorable 
recommendation to the full body. 


The county has plans to construct a 


luvenile attention center on the site 
costing approximately $250,000 in federal 
and county funds Juveniles being held on 
charges are now housed in the city jail 
Juvenile Court Judge W W Nuernberger 
has ordered the county to find other 
quarters 


Executive Board Chairman Terry 


Carpenter called the county's $55,000 
offer "ridiculous," despite the fact that 
an appraisal firm hired by the Legislative 
Council pegged the value of 45.630 square 
feet ol the property at $35,000 


Carpenter told the county board, 


"Speaking for myself, I think your offer is 
ridiculous. I will accept nothing less than 
$100,000." 


County Attorney Paul Douglat. said 


Carpenter's figure was a "little high" and 
added that the county's offer was not un- 
reasonable for intergovernmental tran- 
sactions 


"Your appraisal pretty much hits what 


we had considered — about $1 a square 
foot for land which still has to be razed," 
Douglas said. 


From there, the two bodies began to 


bargain 


Carpenter, who once told County Com- 


missioner Robert Colin in politics "vou 
ask for twice what you want," lowered 
his asking price to $75,000. 


That met a counter-proposal trom the 


county ot $60.000 —• a lair proposal in 
Douglas' words 


He added that the contract could be 


written so if the state eventually takes 
control over corrections that the property 
would be sold back to the state at cost 
less depreciation without any charge for 
increased real estate value 


Omaha Sen Glenn Goodnch however, 


opposed any sale of the property and in- 
stead advanced a lease 
arrangement 


whereby the county would pay $7 500 a 
year for ten years with two five-year 
extension options 


Douglas countered that the county 


would like to own the property. Why 
should the county spend $200,000 to put 
up a building on grounds it doesn't own, 
Douglas asked.

Negotiations b etween the state and the 
Lancaster County Board for a parcel of 
land at the old Orthopedic Hospital 
stalled Wednesday as a $15,000 difference 
kept the two parties from reaching an 
agreement 


Indications were that if the county 
comes b ack with a $75,000 offer for the 
64,000 square feet of land at 11th and 
South Sts. the Legislature’s Executive 
Board would make a favorab le 
recommendation to the full b ody. 


The county has plans to construct a 
juvenile attention center on the site 
costing approximately $250,000 in federal 
and county funds. Juveniles b eing held on 
charges are now housed in the city jail 
Juvenile Court Judge W. W. Nuernb erger 
has ordered the county to find other 
quarters 
Executive Board Chairman Terry 
Carpenter called the county’s $55,000 
offer “ ridiculous,” despite the fact that 
an appraisal firm hired b y the Legislative 
Council pegged the value of 45,630 square 
feet of the property at $35,000. 


Carpenter told the county b oard, 
“Speaking for myself, 1 think your offer is 
ridiculous. 1 will accept nothing less than 
$100,000.” 


County Attorney Paul Douglas said 
Carpenter's figure was a “little high” and 
added that the county’s offer was not un­ 
reasonab le for intergovernmental tran­ 
sactions. 
“Your appraisal pretty much hits what 
we had considered — ab out $1 a square 
foot for land which still has to b e razed,” 
Douglas said. 
From there, the two b odies b egan to 
b argain. 


Carpenter, who « MMe told County Com­ 
missioner Rob ert Coiin in poiitics “you 
ask for twice what you want,” lowered 
his asking price to $75,000. 


That met a counter proposal from the 
county of $60.000 — a fair proposal in 
Douglas’ words 
He added that the contract could b e 
written so if the state eventually takes 
contrirf over corrections that the property 
would b e sold b ack to the state at cost 
less depreciation without any charge for 
increased real estate value. 


Omaha Sen. Glenn Goodrich, however, 
opposed any sale of the property and in­ 
stead advanced a lease arrangement 
whereb y the county would pay $7.500 a 
year for ten years with two five-year 
extension options 


Douglas countered that the county 
would like to own the property. Why 
should the county spend $200,006 to put 
up a b uilding on grounds it doesn’t own, 
Douglas asked. 


The lanj, he said, is of no value to the 
slate since the four b uildings on the site 
are aged. 
Two motions — one b y Goodrich for a 
lease arrangement and one b y Sen. 
Maurice Kremer to sell the land for $75.- 
000 — failed to carry for lack of a majori­ 
ty. 


The county officials told the senators 
that work on the center must b egin b y 
June 1, or else $168.000 in federal funds 
would b e endangered.

British House 
Again Denies

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IN PERSPECTIVE

Seemingly small and relatively isolated governmental 


actions sometimes have a tendency to accumulate into a 
rather significant bloc of action. Everyone knows that 
government at all levels is heavily engaged in the licensing ot 
many private business activities in one way or another. 


One cannot become a doctor, a lawyer, a plumber, an 


electrician, a real estate salesman, an insurance salesman or 
a host of other things without first being licensed to do so. 
Now, it appears that the Legislature will add to this list, in- 
surance consultants and taxidermists. 


We have no problem imagining why the list would be 


expanded as a logical reason for doing so could undoubtedly 
be advanced by the sponsors and other advocates of these 
measures But the general principle involved is still one on 
•which we have some reservations. 


* 
The purpose in governmental licensing of things is to 


protect the public interest, to make sure that people serving 
the needs of the public in various areas are qualified to do so 
;md to provide a means of eliminating from the various skills 
and professions people who demonstrate a lack of proper in- 
tegrity. 


Thus, a licensed individual or concern that abuses that 


privilege with fraudulent practices faces the revocation of 
that license. Putting it another way, you can be denied your 
livelihood if you are licensed by the state and engage in un- 
ethical or criminal conduct. 


But licensing is not all good. No doubt its good out- 


weighs its bad but licensing is a limiting factor within a skill 
or profession. Licensing tends to limit the number of people 
involved. 


* 
You probably have fewer people in a number of skills 


and professions as a result of licensing than you would 
without it. Licensing tends to protect those who are licensed 
from the competition of the open market. At least, others 
cannot compete with you unless or until they become 
licensed. 


The trend in many situations is to constantly up the stan- 


dards of qualification for licensing so that it becomes 
tougher all the time to get a license. Always, such action is 
said to be an effort to provide greater protection to the 
public, but is this always true? 


It may also mean higher costs to the public as a result of 


a controlled occupation and the lack of competition. We are 
not advocating the elimination of licensing in any specific 
area but we would admonish the Legislature not to look 
upon this licensing practice in too light a manner. 


In another legislative area, you may have noticed a 


move in the Legislature to liberalize the vacation plan for 
state employes. The move, in our opinion, is ill conceived as 
it now stands. 


* 
The vacation schedule under the new proposal for state 


employes would run to a possible total of 25 days off per year 
after 15 years of service. Also, vacation time could be ac- 
crued in any two-year period for a maximum time off of 50 
days. 


Thus, by taking no vacation one year, an employe with 


15 years of service or more could take 10 weeks or two and 
one-half months of vacation the following year. The problem 
is that the plan is simply too generous. 


One may well find plans here or there that are that 


generous or even more so but they are not common. When 
something like this gets out of line, as this plan would be, it 
encourages public resentment and distrust of government. 
The state's vacation program may need improvement but 
not to such a degree as is being proposed.

Voting Machine Impasse 


The Lancaster County Board, backed up by an 


opinion from County Atty. Paul Douglas, contends 
that it has the authority to decide what kind of new 
punch card voting machines to buy while Election 
Commissioner Bill Davidson maintains that the 
statutes leave that decision to him. 


Hopefully, this impasse, brought about in all 


probability by nothing more than jealousy over the 
use of political power, can be broken quickly. It's 
too bad that the structure of Lancaster County 
government allows this type of impasse to develop. 


To refresh the reader's memory, a similar has- 


sle over computer-counted ballots occurred a tew 
years ago between the county board and then- 
Election Commissioner Dean Petersen. Petersen 
was determined to purchase machines that he had 
tested in a city election but the board said no. The 
machines were never bought. In the current flap, 
the board has already appropriated money in the 
election commissioner's budget for the purchase of 
some type of voting machine. In the April 3 
primary election the ''Votomatic" machine was 
used on a trial basis at no cost and will be used 
again on the same basis for the general election 
May 1. Davidson has said he intends to purchase 
the Votomatics if the general election experiment 
is as successful in his opinion as the primary was. 
Board member Robert Colin Sr. questions the ac- 
curacy and quality of the machines compared to 


other models and Board member Jan Gauger 
wants to hear from an advisory committee which 
.has studied the matter. 


But it really gets down to who has the power to 


decide what kind of machine will be purchased. 
The board thinks it should decide and Davidson 
thinks he should exercise that kind of decision, and 
if he can't, there really is no need for an election 
commissioner. We can't agree with that premise. 


The board should have that kind of budgetary 


and decision-making power in all other areas of city 
government as well as in the election commission. 


But we will agree with Davidson that if the 


general election trial run of the Votomatic is as 
successful as the primary election test, the 
Votomatic is the machine the county should buy. 


It is easy to use, the system will save money in 


the long run, it lowers the chances of vote count 
irregularities, and it produces results faster and 
more accurately than the paper ballot. The 
manufacturers of other machines will make the 
same claims, but we doubt whether they would test 
out as satisfactorily. Also in favor of the Votomatic 
is the offer of the manufacturer to program ad- 
ditional Lincoln elections and the fact that the firm 
will continue to service the equipment. 


Above all. however, we hope that voting 


machines are purchased on the basis of quality and 
not on the basis of who wins a little power struggle 
at the Court House.

Fluoridation Bill Advances 


With some attendant silliness as to whether 


God decreed that water should be fluoridated or 
not. the Legislature Tuesday gave first stage floor 
approval to a bill which orders the fluoridation of 
all local government water supplies by Jan. 1. 1975 
— with an out for communities which strongly 
object. 


Apparently the majority of lawmakers felt God 


is less opposed to fluoridation than diseased teeth, 
because they decided to do something about the 
latter in water supplies lacking the cavity- 
combatting chemical. 


A number of bill-weakening amendments, 


some garnering a significant number of votes even 
while failing of approval, set the stage for a com- 
promise amendment which should appease some ot 


the stronger critics of the bill while hopefully not 
denying the benefits of fluoridation to the state's 
communities now without it. 


The amendment will allow citizens in com- 


munities which oppose fluoridation, by using the 
initiative petition process, to enact an ordinance to 
prohibit the use of fluoride in their water supply. 
The amendment would thus allow communities to 
"vote themselves out" of the mandatory statewide 
law before it takes effect. Under current law, 
proponents must seek voter approval in order to 
fluoridate a water supply. 


The amendment weakens the thrust of the bill 


somewhat, but if it can help push the otherwise 
mandatory feature through, it is acceptable.

A Good Plan—On Paper

NEW YORK - New York 


State's Department of correc- 
tional Services has sounded 
many of the right notes in 
proposing a $276 9 million prison 
construction master plan. This is 
important, since New York is 
one of the major centers of im- 
prisoned men. but whether this 
proposal i., worth the paper it is 
written on remains to be seen. 
The chances do not appear 
favorable 


The master plan would keep 


only 20'; of the state's prisoners 
under traditional maximum 
security conditions, with another 
45', being handled in "medium 
security" - 
greater 
freedom 


than now afforded 
in either 


remodeled 
or new walled 


facilities 
— and 
the rest in 


"minimum security" or various 
forms of c o m m u n i t y and 
halfway-house treatment. 


This seems to be a reasonable

Rockefeller's highly publicized 
proposal to commit- drug- 
pushers to life sentences, 
without possibility of parole, and 
President Nixon's demand for 
mandatory minimum sentences 
for drug offenders. 


If anything, even with Gover- 


nor Rockefeller's modification 
of his program, the climate is for 
longer and harsher prison terms, 
not community corrections — 
and this atmosphere was 
heightened when the New York 
Commission of Investigation 
cntici/ed the state's special nar- 
cotics courts for "not imposing 
appropriate substantial prison 
sentences" 
as if there were 


anything in the history of the 
drug problem in America to 
suggest that tough prison 
sentences would either affect the 
illicit drug traffic or those 
whose increasing demand it has 
been supplying for most of this 
century 


And if Governor Rockefeller 


were ready to support a more 
open prison svstem, why did he 
move last month to curtail the 
visitation powers of the old-line 
Correctional Association of New 
York ? Since its founding in the 
19th Century, this blue-ribbon 
organization has had in its 
charter the "power" as well as 
the "duty" to visit the state's 
prisons and to determine and 
report on conditions within 
them. 


In recent years, this power has 


not been strongly exercised; but 
following the revolt at Attica, 
the Correctional Association did 
seek to develop a private "om- 
budsman" system that would 
provide what now is not really 
available either to the press or to 
bar and reform associations — 
open and ready access to 
prisons. 


Gov. Rockefeller's response 


has been to support a rider on a 
prisons bill that would eliminate 
what has been the correctional 
association's primary object — 
"the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of prisoners" — but which 
would retain its secondary func- 
tion - "the improvement of 
prison discipline." More impor- 
tant, the association would lose 
its charter right to visit the 
state's prisons at will and report 
on what goes on within them

That does not suggest that the 


state of New York under its pre- 
sent administration is ready for a 


more open prison system — 
master plan or no master plan. 
Moreover, even under this 
generally progressive proposal, 
$170 5 million — the lion's share 
of the $276.9 million today — 
would be spent in renovating the 
state's present fortress prisons; 
and while they certainly need it, 
the greater need is to do away 
altogether with these factories of 
crime, violence and alienation, 
and to replace them with those 
community 
institutions 
that 


politicians and voters alike seem 
at the moment most unlikely to 
support. 


In sum, a change of facilities 
for inmates is not likely to 
precede a change in attitude 
toward offenders, and there is 
little evidence that such a 
change in attitude has taken 
place, despite Attica on the one 
hand and the master plan on the 
other. One good test will be 
whether the Wyoming County 
grand jury, which is still 
meeting, finally indicts any 
prison guards or state roopers 
for any of the deaths and 
violence in the bloody recapture 
of Attica from rebelling inmates. 


So far. only 60 inmates have 


been indicted. Deputy State At- 
torney Robert K. Fischer says 
that "all options" are still open 
to the grand jury, but that i.s not 
the same thing as a real state ef- 
fort to indict all those, in and 
out of uniform, who broke the 
law at Attica in September, 1971.*

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Fluoridation Bill Advances

The Expensive Stadiums 


Become Status Symbols 


With some attendant silliness as to whether 
(iod decreed that water shou ld be flu oridated or 
not, the Leg islatu re Tu esday g av e first stag e floor 
approv al to a bill which orders the flu oridation of 
all local g ov ernment water su pplies by Jan. 1. 1975 
— with an ou t for commu nities which strong ly 
object. 
Apparently the majority of lawmakers felt God 
IS less opposed to flu oridation than diseased teeth, 
becau se they decided to do something abou t the 
latter in w ater su pplies lacking the cav ity - 
combatting chemical. 
A nu mber of bill-weakening amendments, 
some g arnering a sig nificant nu mber of v otes ev en 
while falling of approv al, set the stag e for a com­ 
promise amendment which shou ld appease some of 


the strong er critics of the bill while hopefu lly not 
deny ing the benefits of flu oridation to the state’s 
commu nities now withou t it. 


The amendment will allow citizens in com­ 
mu nities which oppose flu oridation, by u sing the 
initiativ e petition process, to enact an ordinance to 
prohibit the u se of flu oride in their water su pply . 
The amendment wou ld thu s allow commu nities to 
"v ote themselv es ou t" of the mandatory statewide 
law before it takes effect. Under cu rrent law. 
proponents mu st seek v oter approv al in order to 
flu oridate a water su pply . 


The amendment weakens the thru st of the bill 
somewhat, hu t if it can help pu sh the otherwise 
mandatory featu re throu g h, it is acceptable.

13 of the 26 major- 
leag u e football teams and 12 of 
the 24 major-leag u e baseball 
teams play in stadiu ms bu ilt 
since 1960 The most opu lent to 
date IS .Arrowhead Stadiu m, 
home of the Kansas City Chiefs, 
which opened at the start of the 
1972 pro football season. 


Bu t there are pretenders to 
Kansas City ’s throne. The Bu f­ 
falo Bills ex pect to mov e into a 
new 8 0,000-seat facility in mid- 
Au g u st, and stadiu ms to hou se 
the Baltimore Colts, Detroit 
I Jons and New York Giants are 
in the works. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
All the aforementioned are 
open-air stadiu m s. A more 
ex otic breed of sports palace has 
a dome on top to seal ou t rain, 
snow, heat, and hu midity . At 
present, Hou ston’s Astrodome is 
the only facility of this kind. Bu t 
two more-domed stadiu ms are 
u nder constru ction, in Seattle 
and New Orleans. 
The Seattle dome is com­ 
parativ ely : modest in scale. It 
will scat 65,000 people for foot­ 
ball and 60,000 for baseball and 
cost $43 million, or $2.4 million 
less than the Astrodome. New 
Orleans’ Su perdome, on the 
other hand, aspires to be nothing 
less than-the St. Peter’s Basilica 


estimated at $151 million, and 
they may well ex ceed that fig u re 
by the time the Su perdome 
opens. 


Stadiums are pro liferating, 
asso ciate edito r Charles G. 
Burck o f Fo rtune w rites, 
because “ they hav e co me to 
sy mbo lize a city ’s willingness to 
undertake ambitio us pro jects, 
and they pro v ide highly v isible 
ev idence o f *big-league’ status." 
Such status wo uld seem to 
require the presence o f big- 
league teams. New Orleans has a 
.Natio nal 
F o o tball 
League 
franchise, but no majo r-league 
baseball team. Seattle has 
neither. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
And th at’s the heart of a 
na tionw ide proble m . The 
nu mber of stadiu ms is ex pan­ 
ding . bu t the major baseball and 
football leag u es 
hesitate to 
award new franchises. Thu s. 
Bu rck notes. ” As competition for 
ex isting teams heats u p, the su b­ 
sidies cities will hav e to offer to 
keep or attract a team will . . . 
rise." 


New Yorkers can attest to the 
tru th of that statement. The city 
plans to beg in a $27.9 million 
refu rbishing of Yankee Stadiu m 
when the 1973 baseball season 
ends. After two y ears of ex ile in 
Shea Stadiu m, the Yankees will 
retu rn to the Hou se That Ru th 
Bu ilt. 


The fo o tball Giants, ho wev er, 
hav e anno unced that they will 
mo v e into a new stadium in 
no rthern New Jersey in 19 76 . On 
co mpletio n, it will be acclaimed 
as a new wo nder o f the spo rts 
wo rld, but pro bably no t fo r lo ng.

NEW YOIÍK - New York 
State’s Department of correc­ 
tional Serv ices has sou nded 
many of the rig ht notes in 
proposing a $276.9 million prison 
constru ction master plan. This is 
important, since New York is 
one of the major centers of im­ 
prisoned men. bu t whether this 
proposal ii. worth the paper it is 
written on remains to be seen. 
The chances do not appear 
fav orable. 
The master plan wou ld keep 
only 20'i of the state’s prisoners 
u nder traditional max imu m 
secu rity conditions, with another 
45' ; being handled in "mediu m 
secu rity " — g reater freedom 
than now afforded in either 
rem odeled or new w alled 
facilities — and the rest in 
"minimu m secu rity " or v ariou s 
form s of com m u nity and 
halfway -hou se treatment. 


This seems to be a reaso nable 
first step away fro m general o n- 
ditio ns o f max imum security , 
and the master plan also makes 
so me o f the right rheto rical 
po ints — fo r instance that 
“ being lo cked up is just the 
beginning; cro wded cells, harsh 
lights, hurried mess-hall meals, 
milling in a recreatio n y ard, 
pressing palms o n screens o n 
v isiting day do much to deflate 
o ne’s sense o f dignity ." 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
But in pro po sing, fo r ex ample, 
a 
23 0-inm ate 
co m m unity 
preparatio n center in New Yo rk 
City , with impro v ed v o catio nal 
training pro grams fo r inmates 
within a few mo nths o f paro le, 


the master plan may well be 
follow ing th e ory w ith ou t 
reference to political reality . 
What is there to su g g est that the 
politicians of New York state are 
ready to approv e and finance 
th is kind of c o r r e c tio n s 
prog ram'.’ 
Qu ite th e opposite; last 
month, the Repu blican leaders 
of the New York Leg islatu re cu t 
back slig htly on the corrections’ 
bu dg et. 
The commu nity corrections 
prog ram w as spe c ific a lly 
trimmed. Whatev er the connec­ 
tion. this action came on the 
heels of G ov . N elson A. 
Rockefeller’s hig hly pu blicized 
proposal to com m it dru g - 
pu shers to life sentences, 
withou t possibility of parole, and 
President Nix on’s demand for 
mandatory minimu m sentences 
for dru g offenders. 
If any thing , ev en with Gov er­ 
nor Rockefeller’s modification 
of his prog ram, the climate is for 
long er and harsher prison terms, 
not commu nity corrections — 
and th is a tm osph e re w as 
heig htened when the New York 
Commission of Inv estig ation 
criticized the state’s special nar­ 
cotics cou rts for "not imposing 
appropriate su bstantial prison 
sentences" — as if there were 
any thing in the history of the 
dru g problem in America to 
su g g est th a t tou g h prison 
sentences wou ld either affect the 
illicit dru g traffic or those 
whose increasing demand it has 
been su pply ing for most of this 
centu ry 


And if Go v erno r Ro ckefeller 
were ready to suppo rt a mo re 
o pen priso n sy stem, why did he 
mo v e last mo nth to curtail the 
v isitatio n po wers o f the o ld-line 
Co rrectio nal Asso ciatio n o f New 
Yo rk ? Since its fo unding in the 
19 th Century , this blue-ribbo n 
o rganizatio n has had in its 
charter the "po wer” as well as 
the "duty ” to v isit the state’s 
priso ns and to determine and 
repo rt o n co nditio ns within 
them. 


In recent y ears, this power has 
not been strong ly ex ercised; bu t 
following the rev olt at Attica, 
the Correctional Association did 
seek to dev elop a priv ate “om­ 
bu dsman” sy stem that wou ld 
prov ide what now is not really 
av ailable either to the press or to 
bar and reform associations — 
open and ready access to 
prisons. 


Gov . Rockefeller’s response 
has been to su pport a rider on a 
prisons bill that wou ld eliminate 
what has been the correctional 
association’s primary object — 
"the amelioration of the condi­ 
tion of prisoners” — bu t which 
wou ld retain its secondary fu nc­ 
tion — "the improv ement of 
prison discipline.” More impor­ 
tant, the association wou ld lose 
its charter rig ht to v isit the 
state’s prisons at will and report 
on what g oes on within them. 


☆ ☆ ☆ 
That does not su g g est that the 
state of New York u nder its pre­ 
sent administration is ready for a 


more open prison sy stem — 
master plan or no master plan. 
M oreov er, ev en u nder this 
g enerally prog ressiv e proposal. 
$170 5 million — the lion’s share 
of the $276.9 million today — 
wou ld be spent in renov ating the 
state’s present fortress prisons; 
and while they certainly need it. 
the g reater need is to do away 
altog ether with these factories of 
crime, v iolence and alienation, 
and to replace them with those 
commu nity 
institu tions that 
politicians and v oters alike seem 
at the moment most u nlikely to 
su pport. 


In sum, a change o f facilities 
fo r inmates is no t likely to 
precede a change in attitude 
to ward o ffenders, and there is 
little ev idence that such a 
change in attitude has taken 
place, despite Attica o n the o ne 
hand and the master plan o n the 
o ther. One go o d test will be 
whether the Wy o ming Co unty 
grand jury , which is still 
meeting, finally indicts any 
priso n guards o r state ro o pers 
fo r any o f the deaths and 
v io lence in the blo o dy recapture 
o f Attica fro m rebelling inmates. 


So far, only 60 inmates hav e 
been indicted. Depu ty State At­ 
torney Robert E. Fischer say s 
that "all options” are still open 
to the g rand ju ry ; bu t that is not 
the same thing as a real state ef­ 
fort to indict all those, in and 
ou t of u niform, who broke the 
law at Attica in September, 1971.»

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Special Fuel Supply 
Urged For Farmers

The 250 participants in the 


"Agriculture and the 
Energy 


Crises" seminar at the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska adopted a plan of 
action to deal with energy source 
shortages they intend to present 
to 
t h e i r 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 


delegations and to President 
Nixon. 


The group called for a short- 


range effort that would allocate 
an adequate supply of fuel for 
farmers to ensure that the nation 
would have an adequate food 
supply both for its own citizens 
and for export programs to be 
used to pay for imported oil. 


Conservation efforts to be 


coupled with an 
education 


program on both the short-range 
and long-range energy needs for 
the nation were called for. 


Incentives Suggested 


A program of encouraging 


research and development of 


both the traditional fuels and of 
new sources of fuels was called 
for. 
Suggestions of how to 


provide an incentive for such 
programs included a special tax 
tor fuels used by non-essential 
consumers, 
special tax incen- 


tives to fuel producers and some 
revisions in laws related to en- 
vironmental restrictions. 


The group also called for an 


expansion of construction of new 
refineries, facilities to unload 
imported fuels and other in- 
stallations for use in processing 
fossil fuels. 


The construction 
program 


would also include a speed-up of 
construction of electrical power 
plants of all kinds. 


Conservation Ideas 


Suggestions on how to con- 


serve energy included banning of 
the use of fuels for such non- 
essential uses as mowing lawns, 
recreational activities such as 
power boats and snowmobiles. 


Australians Sell 
Grain Alcohol 


By Dominick Costello

A representative of Graincol 


Ltd . an Australian firm owned 
by farm groups says his company 
will-be converting wheat to grain 
alcohol by November 1974 and 
has already sold the first 7 years 
of production from the plant. 


R. H. Leslie, who is in Lincoln 


for the Energy Crisis and 
Agriculture seminar at the 
Nebraska Center said, "We will 
be starting in November of 1974. 
We have a 7 year contract with a 
European country for all the 
alcohol we can produce for use 
in beverages. We haven't had to 
put one drop into a petrol 
igasoline i tank as yet to market 
our product." 


Leslie believes the day is not 


far off when grain alcohol will be 
used in auto fuels. "\Ve are a lot 
closer to the day when it will be 
economical to use alcohol. It 
could be as close as a year 
away." he said. 


Leslie scolded American par- 


ticipitants in the seminar tor 
bickering instead of working 
together. 


"You 
have two groups here 


who are fighting each other. You 
could cut the air in here with a 
knii'e. Each speaker who gets up 
is twisting the knife in the 
wound a hit more. You people 
need each other and need to get 
together." he said. 


Leslie believes one key to 


making grain alcohol cheap 
enough for use in gasoline is a 


protein product from the grain 
good enough for human con- 
sumption. 


Leslie leaned over backwards 


to avoid criticizing American dis- 
tilling procedures but it became 
apparent he felt most American 
distillers were using out of date 
methods. 


"The best technology in use in 


the distilling industry today is in 
Great Britain, Japan, Belgium 
and some in Austria," he said. 


The operation in Australia 


began with the idea of using 
barley. However, the group 
tound wheat to be a better grain 
to use because its by-products 
have greater value. 


"We are not involved in dis- 


posing of surpluses. We were 
looking for a conventional, com- 
petitive, legitimate outlet for 
cereal grains. We can produce 
grain alcohol at today's price of 
wheat in Australia," lie said. The 
price Australians pay is about 
S2.10 per bushel at the ports. 


Leslie indicated he was sure 


once Americans adopted 
the 


latest available technical infor- 
mation on distilling grain from 
European sources they could 
make alcohol from grain at a 
much lower cost than now. 


"Your 
petroleum 
people 


ought to be supporting this. 
Alter all they will be marketing 
the product. You have got to get 
your people together; that is 
what you should he doing at this 
meeting," he said.

The objective of such actions 


is twofold: first, to save some 
fuel, but equally important, to 
bring home the fact that an 
energy shortage does exist to as 
many individual citizens as 
possible. 


Or. Arthur Ward, retired 


professor of agricultural educa- 
tion at the uniersity, summed up 
the meeting by asking the par- 
ticipants to conduct similar 
meetings in their home states 
throughout the nation. 


"We will prepare a copy of the 


procedings for each of you and 
we will also prepare a very brief 
report for each congressman, the 
President, all the senators and 
anyone else you think it should 
be sent to — but you must do 
your part too," he said. 


"You each must contact your 


state's congressional delegation 
and tell them what you learned 
here. Make them sensitive to the 
fact that a fuel shortage does ac- 
tually exist. Convince them that 
the fuel shortage is not a hoax," 
he said. 


'Credibility Problem' 


"Each of us must conduct 


meetings, set up a seminar like 
this one or use some similar 
meeting to spread the word. We 
have a major credibility 
problem. We have got to get the 
point across that this country is 
short of fuel. One of our major 
problems is the lack of com- 
munication with the general 
public." he said. 


Ward also advised the par- 


ticipants to keep their written 
presentations short. "Boil down 
the facts you learned here in two 
days to not more than two pages. 
Nobody will read it if you 
don't," he warned. 


C. Russell Lockwood of the 


American Petroleum Institute 
listed several reasons for the fuel 
shortage. 


'Price Too Low' 


"We have had too low a price 


on natural gas, which created a 
demand we simply cannot fill 
with the money generated by the 
sale of the product." he said. 


"We have forced many coal 


users to switch to oil because of 
environmental 
considerations, 


creating a demand for oil our 
suppliers cannot meet." he said. 


"The installation of pollution 


control devices on autos has 
reduced the number of miles a 
ear can be driven on a gallon of 
fuel. It amounts to an increased 
demand for 12,600,000 extra 
gallons of gasoline ever}' day just 
for the new cars produced in the 
past year," he pointed out. 


"We have blocked the 


development of nuclear energy 
plants, new refineries, off-shore 
drilling, the construction of 
facilities to unload the super 
tankers, the Alaska pipeline. 
slowed coal production and 
usage and reduced the incentive 
to develop more energy sources, 
all at the same time." he added. 


"Any 
one of these things 


would have been a major 
problem, but we have all of 
these factors happening at the 
same time." he said.

area residents showed up to hear 
the report, it was received with 
surprising calm Not one local 
person accepted the customary 
invitation to speak on the 
matter. 


One expression of disappoint- 


ment did come from Dayle 
Williamson, executive secretary 
of the Nebraska 
N a t u r a l 


Resources Commission He said 
he was also speaking lor the 
governor's office. 


With protective reservoirs ap- 


parently out of the question, 
Williamson urged the corps to 
expedite flood plain reports for 
several towns in the basin He 
noted that documented 
flood 


damage has been experienced in 
the towns of Julian. Firth. 
Adams. Sterling. St 
Marv. 


Stemauer. Falls City. Pawnee 
( ity. Salem and Tecumseh 


13 Sites 


Col. Peck noted that 13 dam- 


sites — six in the Nemaha Basin 
and seven in the Little Nemaha 
— had been considered and 
rejected.

"Because of the relatively 


small size of the structures, 
several sites would have to be in- 
cluded to provide significant 
flood control," the colonel 
stated.

We 
have a major credibility 
problem We have got to get the 
point across that this country is 
short of fuel One of our major 
problems is the lack of com­ 
munication with the general 
public." he said 
Ward also advised the par­ 
ticipants to keep their written 
presentations short. “ Boil down 
the facts you learned here in two 
days to not more than two pages. 
Nobody will read it if you 
don't." he warned. 
C Ru.ssell Lockwood of the 
American Petroleum Institute 
listed .several reasons for the fuel 
shortage. 
‘Price Too Low’ 
"We have had too low a price 
on natural gas. which created a 
demand we simply cannot fill 
with the money generated by the 
sale of the prcxiuct.''’ he said. 
"We have forced many coal 
users to switch to oil because of 
environmental 
considerations, 
creating a demand for oil our 
suppliers cannot meet.” he said. 


“ The installation of pollution 
control devices on autos has 
reduced the number of miles a 
car can be driven on a gallon of 
fuel. It amounts to an increased 
demand for 12,600,000 extra 
gallons of gasoline every day just 
for the new cars produced in the 
past year," he pointed out. 


"We have blocked the 
development of nuclear energy 
plants, new refineries, off-shore 
drilling, the construction of 
facilities to unload the super 
tankers, the Alaska pipeline, 
slowed coal production and 
usage and reduced the incentive 
to develop more energy sources, 
all at the same time. " he added. 
"Any one of these things 
would have been a major 
problem, but we have all of 
these factors happening at the 
same time," he said.

Kelly's LB381, which authorizes 
the State Liquor Control Com- 
mission to issue on-sale liquor 
licenses for businesses on lands 
controlled by airport authorities 


In original form, the bill 


carried the emergency clause 
which would have made it effec- 
tive immediately on the gover- 
nor's signature. Thirty-three ap- 
proving votes were needed to 
suppport the emergency clause 
but the vote was 29-7. Put to a 
vote without the emergency 
clause, the bill then earned with 
only one approving vote more 
than the 25 needed.

James Waldron of Callaway 
stood up to attack the bill as 


special interest

The latest estimate of the 


current-year budget deficit at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln is up a bit from last falls 
estimate, but UNL officials are 
still confident that they can 
balance the budget with help 
from the Legislature 


Miles Tommeraasen, UNL 


director of business and finance, 
said Wednesday that the deficit 
may reach as much as $97 0,000, 
compared with the $927,000 
deficit problem estimated last 
fall. 


Although the impact of a new 


residency law will be less than 
anticipated previously, second 
semester tuition revenue 
dropped even lower than es- 
timates had indicated 


Fewer Hours 


Tommeraasen said that UNL 


students once again registered 
for fewer so-called paid credit 
hours 


And that would indicate, he 


said, that students this semester 
are taking fewer very heavy 
course loads or are dropping 
from full-time to part-time 
status. 


The paid credit hours are 


those from one to 12 and from 17 
up 


There is a "free tuition" zone 


between 13 and 16 hours, the 
area in which students may take 
heavier loads without additional 
tuition charges 


National Trend 


The second semester 


experience indicates that UNL 
students are continuing a 
national trend toward lighter 
class loads 


The Lincoln campuses had 


requested in the fall a $248,000 
deficit appropriation from the 
Legislature to make up for tui- 
tion revenue losses as a result of 
the residency law, LB408 of a 
previous legislative session. 


But fewer students than had 


been anticipated changed their 
status from nonresident to resi- 
dent, said Tommerassen, and 
thus that request has been 
decreased to $151,000 


Become Residents 


The law makes it easier for 


students to become Nebraska 
residents while they remain in 
school 


UNL 
plans, 
said 


Tommeraasen, are to balance 
the budget by making up the 
deficit with the sources an- 
nounced last fall 


Although the deficit ap- 


propriation request is lower, he 
said it appears the campus will 
"pick up" more than was 
thought from expenditure reduc- 


tions in the teaching 
research budget. 


Last fall, the campus put strict 


clamps on operating expenses 
and froze personnel ap- 
pointments 


Savings 


The operating expense cut- 


back is expected to total about 
$117,000, while the so-called un- 
filled position freeze is expected 
to save about $275,000, com- 
pared to an earlier estimate of 
$208,000 


At the same time, said 


Tommeraasen, the campus 


expects to save as much as $139,- 
000 in "tuition remission 
savings," rather than the 
previously estimated $80,000. 


That is the account which 


provides 
tuition-free 


scholarships, and savings are 
realized there as students who 
would have been provided free 
tuition take fewer hours 


Up To $300,000 


Finally, said Tommeraasen. 


the university may be able to use 
as much as $300,000 in federal 
grant overhead accounts, rather 
than the $274,000 first estimated. 


That is money which comes to 


the university to pay operating 
expenses related to federal 
grants. It is generally not used 
until the next fiscal year, but a 
one-time-only use in this fiscal 
year would change that 
timetable. 


Tommeraasen said although a 


three-week spring session and 
part of the first summer session 
will be counted in this fiscal 
year, he believes the current es- 
timate of the size of the deficit 
problem should be accurate 
within two or three per cent

sion Wednesday took action that 
may result in a study of correc- 
tional facility and program needs 
in Lancaster County 


The commission unanimously 


approved a motion directing the 
executive director to write a 
letter to the State Crime Com- 
mission asking for "technical 
assistance" on the matter. 


Lincoln Municipal Court 


Judge Donald Grant, who 
brought the issue before the 
commission said the study will 
be timely because although 
there is talk of expanding the 
present Lincoln City Jail it is 
possible that the present average 
jail population may be reduced 
by proposed pre-trial release 
programs and possibly by 
proposed decrimmalization of 
intoxication

Grant suggested that other 


questions the study could answer 
would be 


Should the police depart- 


ment be involved in running the 
jaiP 


—Would it be feasible to have 


a detention and correctional 
facilitv 
run under civilian 


auspices0 


—Would it be better for the 


police to run a jail only for tem- 
porary holding and short-term 
incarceration7 


According to Grant, the com- 


mission's action may result in 
the 
Law 
Enforcement 


Assistance 
Administration 


authorizing the University of 
Illinois to conduct the study. 


He said the study may be com- 


bined with several others the un- 
iversity is doing in the state The 
University of Illinois is under 
contract with the federal govern- 
ment to conduct this type of 
study 


After several commission 


members voiced fears that the 
study might add to delays in star- 
ting construction on the 
proposed Lancaster County 
juvenile attention center, the 
commission 
decided to 


specifically state in the letter 
that the study would have 
nothing to do with the juvenile 
center 


$9,000 Applied For 


The commission also approved 


and forwarded to the State 
Crime Commission an applica- 
tion for $9 000 in federal funds 
for a proposed "pretnal release 
program 


According to the application, 


the funds would be used to hire a 
program director and three 


senior law students to interview 
prisoners in the jail to help 
judges decide whether a person 
could be released without bond. 


Grant said that the proposed 


program would help end "fimn- 
cial discrimination" in the 
process of determining who is to 
be released from jail 


Not Fair To Poor 


Grant, noting that suspects 


currently can be released to an 
attorney before arraignment, 
said that not all persons can af- 
ford an attorney and that those 


who do pay an attorney may still 
have to pay a bail bond after 
arraignment 


The program would be aimed 


at both Lincoln Municipal Court 
and Lancaster County Court and 
would involve suspects of both 
misdemeanor and felony crimes, 
Grant said 


We're not talking about people 


who go out mugging and rob- 
bing," Grant said. He said one 
check on the system would be 
that the police would have the 
option not to permit the release 
of a person before arraignment.

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UNL Deficit Estimate Revised Upward To Near $97 0,000

The latest estimate of the 
current-year budget deficit at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln is up a bit from last falls 
estimate, but UNL officials are 
still confident that they can 
balance the budget with help 
from the Legislature 


Miles To mmeraasen, UNL 
directo r o f business and finance, 
said Wednesday that the deficit 
may reach as much as $9 7 0,000, 
co mpared with the $927,000 
deficit pro blem estimated last 
fail. 


Although the impact of a new 


residency law will be less than 
anticipated previously, second 
semester tuition revenue 
dropped even lower than es­ 
timates had indicated 
Fewer Hours 
Tommeraasen said that UNL 
students once again registered 
for fewer so-called paid credit 
hours 


And that wo uld indicate, he 
said, that students this semester 
are taking fewer v ery heav y 
co urse lo ads o r are dro pping 
fro m full-time to part-time 
status. 


The paid credit hours are 
those from one to 12 and from 17 
up. 


There is a “ free tuition” zone 
between 13 and 16 hours, the 
area in which students may take 
heavier loads without additional 
tuition charges.

class loads 


The Linco ln campuses had 
requested in the fall a $2 4 8 ,000 
deficit appro priatio n fro m the 
Legislature to make up fo r tui­ 
tio n rev enue lo sses as a result o f 
the residency law, LB4 08 o f a 
prev io us legislativ e sessio n. 


But fewer students than had 


been anticipated changed their 
status from nonresident to resi­ 
dent, said Tommerassen, and 
thus that request has been 
decreased to $151,000.

ex pects to sav e as much as $130,- 
000 in “ tv itio n remissio n 
sav ings,” rather than the 
prev io usly estimated $8 0,000.

Crime Commission Action Could Result In Study

The Region II Crime Commis­ 
sion Wednesday took action that 
may result in a study of correc­ 
tional facility and program needs 
in Lancaster County 


The co mmissio n unanimo usly 
appro v ed a mo tio n directing the 
ex ecutiv e directo r to write a 
letter to the State Crime Co m­ 
missio n asking fo r “ technical 
assistance" o n the matter. 


Lincoln Municipal Court 
Judge Donald Grant, who 
brought the issue before the 
commission, said the study will 
be timely because although 
there is talk of expanding the 
present Lincoln City Jail, it is 
possible that the present average 
jail population may be reduced 
by proposed pre-trial release 
programs and possibly by 
proposed decriminalization of 
intoxication 


Other Questio ns 
Grant suggested that other 
questions the study could answer 
would be 
Should the police depart­ 
ment be involved in running the 
jail? 
-Would it be feasible to have 
a detention and correctional 
facility run under civilian 
auspices? 
—Would it be better for the 


police to run a jail only for tem­ 
porary holding and short-term 
incarceration? 


Acco rding to Grant, the co m­ 
missio n's actio n may result in 
the 
Law 
Enfo rcement 
Assistance 
Administratio n 
autho rizing die Univ ersity o f 
Illino is to co nduct the study . 


He said the study may be com­ 
bined with several others the un­ 
iversity is doing in the state. The 
University of Illinois is under 
contract with the federal govern­ 
ment to conduct this type of 
study 
After several commission 
members voiced fears that the 
study might add to delays in star- 
ting construction on the 
proposed Lancaster County 
juvenile attention center, the 
com m ission decided to 
specifically state in the letter 
that the study would have 
nothing to do with the juvenile 
center 


$9 ,000 Applied For 
The commission also approved 
and forwarded to the State 
Crime Commission an applica­ 
tion for $9,000 in federal funds 
for a proposed "pretrial release 
program." 


According to the application, 
the funds would be used to hire a 
program director and three 


senio r law students to interv iew 
priso ners In the jail to help 
judges decide whether a perso n 
co uld be released witho ut bo nd. 


Grant said that the proposed 
program would help end "finin- 
cial discrimination” in the 
process of determining who is to 
be released from jail. 


No t Fair To Po o r 


Grant, noting that suspects 
currently can be released to an 
attorney before arraignment, 
said that not all persons can af­ 
ford an attorney and that those 


who do pay an attorney may still 
have to pay a bail bond after 
arraignment 
The program would be aimed 
at both Lincoln Municipal Court 
and Lancaster County Court and 
would involve suspeds of both 
misdemeanor and felony crimes, 
Grant said. 


We’re no t talking abo ut peo ple 
who go o ut mugging and ro b­ 
bing,” Grant said. He said o ne

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Hungarian Cultural Ties Said With West 


A Hungarian journalist who 


has a reputation as an inter- 
national cultural ambassador 
said in Lincoln Wednesday that 
Hungary retains close cultural 
ties with the West and hopes to 
strengthen cultural exchanges 
with the U S. 


"Unequivocally, 
Hungary 


belongs to the Warsaw Pact 
politically," said Ivan Boldizsar. 
"Almost as unequivocally, it's. 
cultural ties are as strong with 
the West as with the East." 


Boldizsar was in Lincoln brief- 


!> during a 20-day trip to the 
U S , which he has visited 
frequently as a Ford Fellow and 
as a lecturer at Harvard, Colum- 
bia and other universities 


Once Official 


He was once Hungary's deputy 


secretary ot foreign affairs and 


later deputy secretary of cultural 
affairs, and he now edits a week- 
ly theater review and an English 
language journal from Budapest. 


Boldizsar was editor of * 


revolutionary newspaper during 
the Hungarian Revolution of 
1956 when he fell into disgrace 
briefly, but he has remained a 
working journalist and author of 
books, plays and poetry since 
then. 


Speaking to a political science 


class on the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln campus, 
Boldizsar said Hungary is in a 
"delicate, interesting and 
sometimes difficult situation" 
because of its close cultural ties 
with the West. 


'Cultural Bridge' 


He said the country tries to 


serve as a "cultural bridge" 
between East and West, attemp- 


ting to "serve the ideal of 
greater Europe." 


As such, he said, it has state* 


to-state cultural exchanges with 
all the Eastern European states 
but Albania, as well as with all 
the Western European coun- 
tries. 


The U.S. and Hungary have 


had unofficial cultural exchanges 
for years, he said, and there are 
hopes that the exchange 
program may become official 
soon, as suggested by Secretary 
of State William Rogers during 
his Budapest visit. 


The unofficial cultural ties 


have included exchanges in- 
volving performing arts groups, 
he noted, as well as high interest 
in American writers. 


All Translated 


Every major American poet, 


playwright and author has been 


translated into Hungarian, he 
noted, and he said all well- 
known Hungarian writers, 
scholars, scientists and high 
government officials have 
traveled in the West. 


Answering student questions, 


Boldizsar said Hungarians mis- 
trust neither the Soviet Union 
nor the U.S. They hope ties with 
both countries can increase, now 
that the American involvement 
in Vietnam has ended, he added. 


He also said there is a "more 


and more elastic framework of 
criticism" in Hungary, and he 
told a student that no 
Hungarians are briefed on what 
to say or not to say when they 
travel abroad. 


"One takes his own respon- 


sibility," he said, but added: 
"One is rather safe both at home 
and abroad "

Speaking to a political science 
class on the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln campus, 
Boldizsar said Hungary is in a 
“ delicate, interesting and 
sometimes difficult situation” 
because of its close cultural ties 
with the West

He said the country tries to 
serve as a ‘‘culturai bridge” 
between East and West, attemp­ 


ting to “ serve the ideal of 
greater Europe."

The unofficial cultural ties 
have included exchanges in­ 
volving performing arts groups, 
he noted, as well as high interest 
in American writers.

Evei7 major American poet, 
playwright and author has been 


translated into Hunprian, he 
noted, and he said all well- 
known Hungarian writers, 
scholars, scientists and high 
government officials have 
traveled in the West. 


Answering student questions, 
Boldizsar said Hunprians mis­ 
trust neither the Soviet Union 
nor the U.S. They hope ties with 
both countries can increase, now 
that the American Involvement 
In Vietnam has ended, he added.

Tie-Breaking System On NSAA Schedule

If the wishes of the majority of 


Nebraska high school football 
coaches are upheld, a state prep 
tie-breaking system may be 
adopted Friday. 


The Nebraska School Ac- 


tivities Association (NSAA) 
Representative Assembly will 
meet Friday at Lincoln's 
Villager Motel for its annual 
rulemaking session. 


Discussion of a 
tie-breaker 


system is on the NSAA agenda 
with the understanding it will 
"be permitted in conferences 
and by mutual agreement 
between conferences." 


Both the state coaches and 


athletic directors association are 
on record in favor of adopting a 
method to break tie football 
games. 


Les Chamberlin, NSAA 


executive secretary, has in- 
dicated that if a playoff system is 


adopted at Friday's meeting, it 
likely would go into effect by 
next season. 


Despite apparent wide-spread 


support for a prep tie-breaker 
system, 
Chamberlin expects 


some lively debate Friday since 
there are "still diehards among 
both 
coaches 
and 
ad- 


ministrators" against a tie- 
breaker system being es- 
tablished. 


In a Lincoln Journal and Star 


survey of 96 Class A and B foot- 
ball coaches, 88 responded, 
representing almost 92 per cent 
of the big school coaches. 


Of those, 64 coaches favored a 


tie-breaker system, 19 were op- 
posed and five favored a tie- 
breaker only if football playoffs 
materialized. A tie-breaker 
system received 73 per cent 
wholesale approval 


Among stauncher supporters 


was Beatrice football coach Den- 
nis Quick, whose team last 
season experienced three tie 
games. 


"After a season with three tie 


games we definitely favor a tie- 
breaker system," says Quick. "It 
would be hard to lose a chance at 
a playoff berth because of a tie 
game, yet alone finish 2-4-3 


"Because ties count as V2-win 


and Vz-loss," notes Quick, "we 
tied for second in the Apollo 
Conference last year with 
Papillion (3-2-1) with our 2-1-3 
record." 


Ken Parish of Class B Cozad 


noted that "I have been involved 
in one tie game in seven years 
and felt that absolutely nothing 
was accomplished. 


"I came away wishing for 


another chance as I am sure the 
other coach did," says Parish. "I 
can understand what they mean 
now when they say a tie is like 
kissing your sister " 


Some coaches are ambivalent 


about a tie-breaker system, 
favoring the idea, but not 
favoring methods currently used 
by neighboring states (i e. Iowa 
and Kansas) 


Those two states, at the end of 


a tie game, flip a coin for posses- 
sion, then award each team a 
series of downs from the op- 
ponents' 10-yard line. 


Among the more than 20 states 


which use tie-breaker prep foot- 
ball systems are ones which 
determine a winner on the basis 
of first clowns, total yards gained 
or ' •penetration* charts 


Jack Bryant, veteran coach at 


Fremont, has come up with his 
own idea on how to break ties. 


"I would start the ball at mid- 


field," he explains. "Team A 
keeps the ball as long as it can 
make first downs or scores. Then 
Team B gets the ball and does 
the same. If there's no score, 
then the team that makes the 
most yards should win." 


Columbus coach Jed Rood 


asks "What other sports do you 
have ties in9 You don't work all 
week for a tie 


"A tie-breaker system seems 


to be working in other states." 


notes Rood. "It would make the 
game more exciting for 
Nebraska fans, too. There are 
not that many ties. Having a 
playoff once in a while wouldn't 
hurt" 


Ex-Nebraska football player 


John Faiman, now head coach at 
Omaha South, stresses that a tie- 
breaker system "would have to 
be kept simple." 


It would be difficult to deter- 


mine a winner on the basis of 
statistics, reasons Faiman, 
because of accuracy 


"I think a score should have to 


result to decide the winner with 
both teams getting the same 
number of plays and distance to 
go." adds Faiman 


Gary Bailey, recently named 


head football coach for Omaha 
Central, is one of the coaches op- 
posed to a tie-breaker system.

Discussion of a tie breaker 
sy stem is on the NSAA agenda 
with the understanding it will 
“ be permitted in conferences 
and by m utual agreem ent 
between conferences.” 
Both the state coaches and 
athletic directors association are 
on record in fav or of adopting a 
method to break tie football 
games 


L es C ham berlin, 
NSAA 
ex ecutiv e secretary , has in­ 
dicated that if a play off sy stem is 


adopted at Friday ’s meeting, It 
likely would go into effect by 
nex t season. 


Despite apparent wide-spread 
support for a prep tie-breaker 
sy stem, 
Chamberlin 
ex pects 
some liv ely debate Friday since 
there are “ still diehards among 
b oth 
c o ac h e s 
and 
ad ­ 
ministrators” against a tie­ 
breaker sy stem 
being es­ 
tablished. 
In a Lincoln J ournal and Star 
surv ey of % Class A and B foot­ 
ball coaches. 8 8 responded, 
representing almost 9 2 per cent 
of the big school coaches 
Of those. 64 coaches fav ored a 
tie-breaker sy stem, 19 were op­ 
posed and fiv e fav ored a tie­ 
breaker only if football play offs 
materialized 
A tie breaker 
sy stem receiv ed 7 3 per cent 
wholesale approv al 


Among stauncher supporters 
was Beatrice football coach Den­ 
nis Quick, whose team last 
season ex perienced three tie 
games. 


“ After a season with three tie 
games we definitely fav or a tie­ 
breaker sv stem." say s Quick. “ It 
would be hard to lose a chance at 
a play off berth because of a tie 
game, y et alone finish 2-4-3. 
“ Because ties count as ‘ ¡-win 
and 1'2-loss,” notes Quick, “ we 
tied for second in the Apollo 
C onference last y ear with 
Papillion (3-2-1) with our 2-1-3 
record " 


Ken Parish of Class B Cozad 
noted that “ I hav e been inv olv ed 
in one tie game in sev en y ears 
and felt that absolutely nothing 
was accomplished, 


“ I came away wishing for 
another chance as I am sure the 
other coach did,” say s Parish "I 
can understand what they mean 
now when they say a tie is like 
kissing y our sister ” 


Some coaches are ambiv alent 
about a tie-breaker sy stem, 
fav oring the idea, but not 
fav oring methods currently used 
by neighboring states (i.e. Iowa 
and Kansas). 


Those two states, at the end of 
a tie game, flip a coin for posses­ 
sion, then award each team a 
series of downs from the op­ 
ponents* 10-y ard line. 


Among the more than 20 states 
which use tie-breaker prep foot­ 
ball sy stems are ones which 
determine a winner on the basis 
of first downs, total y ards gained 
or “ penetration* charts. 
J ack Bry ant, v eteran coach at 
Fremont, has come up with his 
own idea on how to break ties, 


“ I would start the ball at mid- 
field,” he ex plains. “ Team A 
keeps the ball as long as it can 
make first downs or scores. Then 
Team B gets the ball and does 
the same. If there’s no score, 
then the team that makes the 
most y ards should win." 


Columbus coach J ed Rood 
asks: “ What other sports do y ou 
hav e ties in9 You don't work all 
week for a tie 
“ A tie-breaker sy stem seems 
to be working in other states. 


notes Rood “ It would make the 
gam e m ore e x c itin g for 
Nebraska fans, too There are 
not that many ties 
Hav ing a 
play off once in a while wouldn't 
hurt ” 


Ex -Nebraska football play er 
J ohn Faiman, now head coach at 
Omaha South, stresses that a tie­ 
breaker sy stem “ would hav e to 
he kept simple.” 


It would be difficult to deter­ 
mine a winner on the basis of 
statistics, reasons 
Faiman. 
because of accuracy . 
“ I think a score should hav e to 
result to decide the winner with 
both teams getting the same 
number of play s and distance to 
go,” adds Faiman 


Gary Bailey , recently named 
head football coach for Omaha 
Central, is one of the coaches op­ 
posed to a tie-breaker sy stem.

One of the most impressiv e 
things in Nebraska’s first four 
day s of spring football drills has 
been the skill of the pass 
receiv ing corps. 


Some of those skills are taken 
for granted, coach Tom Osborne 
admitted after Wednesday ’s ses­ 
sion, while others hav e been 
pleasant surprises.

professional football contraat, 
said the money came out of 
Rodgers' own pocket. 


"I think this helped the 


feelings as far as the school is 
concerned," Martin said. "We 
were out that much money, but 
of course we would have 
probably made 
some had the 


game been held. We're glad that 
we got our money back 
anyway." 


Rodgers was into the third day 


Wednesday of his 30-day jail 
sentence to the Lancaster 
County-Lincoln City jail for 


driving on a suspended license. 


Martin noted that the contract 


was negotiated with Leon Diggs 
of Omaha, who was serving as 
Rodgers' promotion manager for 
the all-star team at the time. 


The principal said the school 


first tried to contact Diggs, "but 
couldn't find him," and then 
filed a claim for the $132.50 in 
the small claims court in Omaha 
against Diggs. 


"We found out we didn't have 


much of a chance of getting it," 
Martin said. 


A letter then was written to 


Fromkin in an effort to get the 
money from Rodgers.

"Johnny Rodgers has never 


been offered a position here and 
if he asks we won't give it to 
him," said Wegner.

car from the main trolley station at the idyllic pagoda-studded 
Hoan Kiem Lake to one of the suburbs. It is also the best way to 
meet Hanoi's man in the street. 


The streetcars were introduced by the French, along with 


bicycles, and are still the main form of public transport in down- 
town Hanoi. At every downtown stop, workers, shoppers, 
market women and school kids scramble to get on or off the 
wooden streetcars. While most aspects of life in North Vietnam 
are very disciplined, that does not seem to apply to trolley traf- 
fic at rush hour 


A ride costs less than a cent and the money is collected by

LOS ANGELES <AP> — A

State 
Department and White House to 
advise on war plans and 
executive decision-making His 
clearances to see classified infor- 
mation were much higher than 
top secret, he said. 


Later. Ellsberg told jurors 


how he was called in to write 
one volume of the war report 
requested bv then Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamera 
That report became known as 
the Pentagon Papers 


He said he wrote a section on 


the 19H1 decisions ot President 
John F KenncrK but the sec-

Minimum Wage Boost Advances

Sen, Ernest Chambers’ bill to 
increase the state’s minimum 
wage rate from $1 to $1.60 an 
hour and apply it to students and 
new ly em p loy ed w orkers 
hurdled its first legislativ e floor 
barrier Wednesday on a 26-3 
v ote. 


The measure, LB343, would 
boost the minimum wage in 
three stages, reaching $1.60 after 
J uly 1, 1974. 


I The wage floor would mov e to 
$1.40 this J uly 1, and to $1.50 an 
fiour on J an. 1,19 74. 
The Legislature, Chambers 
argued, should not be in the 
position of "underwriting slav e 
labor.” 


Current law ex empts elemen­ 
tary and high school students 
and workers with less than three 
Oionths of ex perience from the 
minimum wage. 


The Legislature’s Labor Com­ 
m ittee attempted to amend 
LB 343 to reinstate those ex emp­ 
tions, but its effort was rebuffed 
on a 13-23 v ote. 


A number of lawmakers said 
students will be unable to gain 
em p loy m en t if th ey are 
protected by the minimum wage 
law. But Chambers said the 
ex emption only allows "Scrooge 
to work children.” 
Sen. Harold Simpson of Lin­ 
coln said the current policy may 
encourage some students to drop 
out of school so they can earn 
more money . 


LB343 would also increase the 
minimum wage for persons who 
work largely for tips, including 
w aitresses, 
w aiters, hotel 
bellmen, porters and shoeshine 
boy s, from 75 cents to 9 0 cents 
an hour. 


Sen. J am es Dickinson of 
Millard said the minimum wage 
law interferes with the free 
enterprise sy stem and the laws 
of supply and demand. 
"It is one step forward in the 
rise and fall of a great country ,” 
Sen. Herb Nore of Genoa said. 


The bill is inflationary , 
ex ceeding the 5V*% national 
wage hike guidelines, Sen. 
Ramey Whitney of Chappell 
said. 


Chambers said his proposal of 


$1.60 is "paltry ** compared to 
die current federal minimum 
wage of $1.65 an hour and Nix on 
administration proposals to in­ 
crease it to $2.30 ov er a four-y ear 
period. 


Low wages can "make it 
cheaper and better to be un­ 
employ ed,” Chambers said. 
“ This L egislature jum ps 
hoops” and perform s like 
"trained seals” when employ ers 
request bills to establish 
minimum prices, Sen. George 
Sy as of Omaha said. 
Senators establish minimum 
prices on cigarettes, milk, liquor 
and other products, then "talk 
about free enterprise,” Sy as 
said. 


Sen. J ohn Cav anaugh in of 
Omaha said most members of 
the Labor Committee, which 
attempted to amend LB343, are 
"committed to management and 
the capitalist sector of society .** 


The committee has "not one 
ounce of sy mpathy for people 
w ho w or k ,” S en . T erry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff agreed. 
How can the Legislature 
refuse LB343 when it is asking 
v oters to "about double our own 
wages? ” Sen. Dav e Stahmer of 
Omaha asked. 
Voting against adv ancement of 
the bill w ere Sens. J ohn 
DeCam p of N eligh , Tom 
Kennedy of Newman Grov e and 
Nore.

Washington (UPI) - Sen. Carl 


Curtis, R-Neb., Wednesday ac- 
cused the Navy of "catering to 
the demands and wishes" of 
House Armed Forces Com- 
mittee Chairman F. Edward 
Hebert by transferring Naval 
Reserve operations in five states 
and the District of Columbia to 
his own district.

Soybeans opened some 11 
cents a bushel lower, wheat was 
down 34 cents and corn and 
oats 11 2 cents. Soybean meal and 
oil also were lower 
There were several rallying 
attempts and prices generally 
improved up to about noon un­ 
der new and mostly local buying 
and short-covering. Then, some 
trade sources reported that there 
was little chance, if any, that 
Congress would approve a 
rollback of food prices to 
January levels and this brought 
in a wave of buying activity all 
over again. 
Soybeans shot sharply ahead 
and nearby meal options closed 
at limits higher. Oil also made 
some gains. Wheat futures ad­ 
vanced 2 cents, but corn made 
little improvement Oats turned 
irregular and iced broilers ad­ 
vanced 1 cent.

Proposal Means 
Higher Gas Rate 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The 


Federal Power Commission 
proposed Wednesday to set up a 
single, uniform price structure 
for 
natural gas 
produced 


anywhere in the "lower-48" 
states. 


FPC regulation covers only in- 


terstate gas pipelines, but its ap- 
proval of rate increases usually 
shows up in household and in- 
dustrial rates. 


Meanwhile, in another depar- 


ture from its previous "area 
rate" pricing procedures, the 
FPC issued a decision setting 
rates for natural gas sold in the 
Rocky Mountain area. 


The commission prescribed a 


rate of 24 cents per thousand 
cubic feet for gas produced un- 
der contracts dated before Oct. 
1. 1988. provided it comes from 
wells commenced before Jan 1 
197.S. 


At the same time, the commis- 


sion began r u l e m a k i n g 
Wednesday to review existing 
rates on other Rocky Mountain 
gs sales. 


The commission said the 


refusal of a federal appeals court 
last Feb. 20 to review an earlier 
action on Rocky Mountain rates 
gave the FPC "a clear mandate 
tor ratemaking by rulemaking, 
not only for Rocky Mountain, 
but nationally." 


It said its new action on Rocky 


Mountain rates "is designed as 
an 
intermediate step in a 


different approach to producer 
rate regulation 


The announcement of the 


Rocky Mountain rates indicated 


the "new approach" was the 
FPC's proposal of a uniform 
nationwide rate structure to 
replace the present system of 
varying rates for different gas- 
producing areas. 


In a separate announcement, 


the commission said it proposed 
to adopt by rulemaking a single 
national rate for interstate gas 
sales from wells commenced on 
or after Jan. 1. 1973. 


It did not propose any specific 


rates, terms or conditions, but 
asked for written comments. 


It also proposed a separate 


rulemaking to set a single 
national rate for gas from wells 
commended before the Jan. 1. 
1973, "new-gas" date. 


In a speech Tuesday, FPC 


chairman John N.. Nassikas 
proposed 
that Congress 


deregulate federal price setting 
on natural gas entirely, begin- 
ning with "new gas" and 
spreading to "old gas" as 
existing contracts expire. 


But Nassikas added that the 


FPC would use its present 
powers to do what it could to im- 
prove gas pricing without 
waiting tor Congress to face that 
issue. 


Virtually all federal officials 


involved in policy-making on 
energy, including Nassikas. have 
clearly indicated their belief that 
n a t u r a l gas prices 
m u s t , 


somehow, be allowed to rise, to 
stimulate investment in explora- 
tion and development of new 
supplies. 


Recent FPC rate decisions 


have also moved in the direction 
of higher prices.

(the tank in the toilet) in Lincoln 
contained one quart less water.
